1. CHINA: LASKING OUT, CRr.CKING DOKTI 

PRC MEDIA CONTINUE TO EXCORIATE VOA COVERAGE OF EVENTS IN 
CHINA, FANG LI2HI, AND THE US EMBASSY FOR HAVING GRANTED 
TEMPORARY REFUGE TO FANG AND HIS WIFE. CENTRAX RADIO AND 
TELEVISION YESTERDAY DENOUNCED VOA' S "DISGRACEFUL RUMOR 
MONGERING" AND RAILED THAT FANG HAD WALKED TO THE US 
EMBASSY ON THE "DEAD BODIES AND BLOOD" OF CHINESE 
SOLDIERS . THUS FAR, HOWEVER, PRC CRITICISM HAS BEEN 
DIRECTED AT SPECIFIC ACTIONS AND AGENCIES RATHER THAN THE
